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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

1 . In the previous office action, the examiner rejected the claims directed to the 
measurement of the change in mass. Applicant responded, but appeared to misconstrue the basis 
for the rejection. In particular, the examiner was not inquiring about how a change in mass could 
be detected (as the applicant appeared to construe the rejection), but rather how a change in pKa 
would have resulted in a change of mass. However, the examiner has reconsidered the rejection 
in view of paragraph 0022 where is states that a change in mass would have resulted from a 
reaction between the polymer and the analyte. Hence, the examiner will withdraw the previous 

1 12 rejection and the claims directed to the measurement of a change in mass are hereby 
enabled. 

2. The claims are hereby allowed in view of the applicant's amendment of 2-13-2004.
